History of Paralysis 
Described at Rotary 

Dr. William P. Belk, Ardmore 

Pathologist, Traces Course 

From Early Times 

EARLY STAGES ELUSIVE 



Infantile paralysis as a mystery t 
and as a problem for the family doc- 
tor, formed the topic of a talk Tues- 
day before the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club by Dr. William P. 
Belk, Ardmore pathologist. He was in- 
troduced by Dr. Romaine C. Hoffman, 
of Narberth. 

A modern problem in its virulent 
form, infantile paralysis seems to 
have a long history, if examinations 
of Egyptian mummies are correct. A 
specimen of about 3700 B. C, Dr. 
Belk said, shows deformities which 
appear to have been caused by the 
disease, and subsequent archaeologi- 
cal records seem to bear that out. 

It was 1774, however, before the 
disease was n>st written up by a doc- 
tor. In the lDth century other writ- 
ers mentioned it, stating that it had 
its origin in India. The first out- 
break in this country was in 1841 in 
New Orleans, the speaker said.

Funeral services will be held today 
for Monroe B. Snyder, of 120 Wood- 
side avenue, Narberth, widely known 
astrophysicist, who died at his home 
on Tuesday. Mr. Snyder, who was 84, 
had been ill for a few weeks. 

A member of the faculty at Central 
High School, Philadelphia, for forty- 
seven years, Mr. Snyder retired in 
1920. He became instructor in as- 
tronomy in 1873 and in 1880 was made 
professor of astronomy. From 1896 
until the time of his retirement he 
was head of the department of math- 
ematics and astronomy and since then 
was professor emeritus of mathemat- 
ics and astronomy. 

Mr. Snyder directed the Philadel- 
phia Observatory, which became one

courge, however, began in 1905 with 
an outbreak in Sweden and in 1907 in 
New York. The great epidemic of 
1016 along the Atlantic seaboard 're- 
sulted in 6000 deaths from 27,000 
cases. The reason for this irregular 
occurrence in virulent form is a mys- 
tery. 

Doctors, who do not agree on the 
details of the disease, are now sure, 
Dr. Belk said, that it is an infection, 
caused by a filterable virus so tiny 
that it defies the highest powered mi- 
croscope. Illness comes in two stages, 
the first of which, with fever and 
other resemblances to cold or grippe, 
may pass off in a few days. Its re- 
currence, a short time afterward, is 
in the form of paralysis. 

In the paralysis stage, which oc- 
curs in only 20 per cent, of the cases, 
the speaker said, any doctor can diag- 
nose, but in the early stages it is an 
elusive ailment. For that reason phy- 
sicians are leaning to the safe side 
in the present outbreak, with the feel- 
ing that many suspected cases may 
not be "polio." Dr. Belk praised the 
action of the Boards of Health in 
stopping the assembling of children. 

"Experience has shown," he con- 
cluded, "that about 80 per cent, of 
all adults have had the disease in a 
mild form and are therefore immune." 
The efficacy of convalescent serum as 
a treatment has not been conclusive- 
ly proven, yet if a child of mine con- 
tracted the disease, I woud use serum, 
knowing that it would do no harm 
and. might do good. With so much 
still to be learned about paralysis, we 
do not know whether cases which. re- 
cover are due to medical science or an 
act of God."

In addition to the work of keeping 
normal youths in step, special and 
highly intelligent plans are effective 
to give quite personal service to lads 
who have gone overboard on some 
count or other and who need, as a 
consequence, a more intimate direc- 
tion than is the case with the fellow 
who has not bumped into the law. 
Such lads are given a "big brother," 
a man of some vision, who takes him 
under his wing, adopts him as a 
friend and companion, and who, with 
reasonable tolerance and a good

The Narberth Public Schools will 
open on Monday, October 3d, at 8.40 
A. M. 

Permission to open was granted by 
the Narberth Board of Health at a 
special meeting last Friday night. The 
Board's decision, however, is contin- 
gent on developments this week. To 
date no new cases of infantile paraly- 
sis have been reported in the Bor- 
ough since September 16. 

The Health Board also raised the 
ban on children attending moving pic- 
ture theatres, and congregating in 
public places. The Sunday Schools 
of the Borough will not be permitted 
lo reopen until Sunday, October 9. 
as Monday, the 3d, was designated as 
the date for lifting of quarantine reg- 
ulations. 

The Lower Merion Board of Health 
took similar action at a special meet- 
ing Wednesday afternoon, when it 
was decided to permit all schools in 
the Township to open Monday. The 
ban on attendance at moving picture 
theatres was also raised effective on 
that date and Sunday Schools per- 
mitted to open October 9. 

In commenting on the matter, Dr. 
George A. Sloan, president of the 
Board of Health, stated that while he 
felt the worst was over, a few more 
cases of poliomyelitis might crop up 
which would arise whether or not the 
schools were opened. 

The opening of the Narberth 
Schools, originally scheduled for Sep- 
tember 7, was postponed by order of 
the Board of Health on September 1, 
due to the outbreak of several cases 
of infantile paralysis in the Borough. 
Similar action was taken by the Low- 
er Merion Board of Health and by 
the City of Philadelphia. 

The faculty of the Borough schools 
will meet this Friday to discuss plans 
for the coming term and to prepare 
for the work on Monday. According 
to Supervising Principal W. James 
Drennen all plans will be made and 
everything arranged for immediate 
and earnest work. There will be a 
full day session for grades two to 
eight, inclusive, he stated. The kin- 
dergarten sessions will meet in the 
morning and afternoon. Parents of 
kindergarten children will receive no- 
tices concerning the attendance of pu- 
pils in 'morning and afternoon ses- 
sions. 

The School cafeteria will open on 
Monday and be open every day there- 
after.

his life must necessarily be a pretty 
complete picture of that last period 
of liberalism in American national 
politics, that period which was 



brought to a focus by Roosevelt, some- 
what dimmed by Taft, and was being 
advanced by Wilson to a point of ex- 
ceding promise when the Great War 
interrupted it and produced an oppo- 
site trend in affairs and opinions 
which is still prevalent. 

The outstanding characteristics of 
Beveridge were his oratorical bril- 
liance, his pasrionate devotion to the 
causes which he took up and his enor- 
mous capacity for work. After a 
long and distinguished career in state 
and national politics, in which he ap- 
peared to have won for himself a 
permanent place in the annals of the 
United States Senate, at least, he turn- 
ed his attention to literature (as a 
mvice and rather late in life to be- 
f rin) and produced hi* 5 monumental 
"Life of John Marshall," which is 
"e^arded by both historians and by 
literary critics as. being one of the 
'rreat biographies of the English lan- 
guage. He was working on a biogra- 
phy of Lincoln, and had completed 
two volumes of it, when sudden death 
overtook him in the full stride of his 
magnificent powers. 

That briefly and inadequately indi- 
cates the basis of Bowers' biography 
of Beveridge. If such subjects, con- 
scientiously and competently handled, 
appeal to local readers, as the circu- 



lation records of the Library certain- 
ly indicate that they do, there will 
be many who will wish immediately 
to make a reservation at the Library 
for this new book. There is a good 
deal besides politics in Mr. Bowers' 
book. The accounts of Beveridge's 
travels, his wide friendships, and his 
personal traits and habits are well 
done. The book also contains sketches 
of Aldrich, La Follette, Dolliver, 
Cummins and Bristow, which are 
models of literary portraiture. 

To those readers who may wish to 
pursue the subject of Beveridge and 
his works, after finishing the Bow- 
ers* biography, the Library is able to 
provide his four-volume life of Chief 
.Justice Marshall.
